SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine contains photographs of a woman engaging in sexual activity with two 
men. The conduct portrayed is considered to be degrading. The presentation focuses 
continuously on the woman being penetrated simultaneously by the males' penises. 
There is no apparent communication nor reciprocity presented in the sexual activity. 
The woman is considered to be degraded by the portrayal of her being a compliant 
receptacle for the sexual gratification of the males. This imagery is exacerbated by 
the fairly youthful appearance of the woman, causing her to appear more yielding. 
Because she is contextualised clearly as an adult, the publication is not considered to 
promote or support, or tend to promote or support, the exploitation of young persons 
for sexual purposes. The extent, degree and manner of the degrading portrayal of the 
woman is such that this is attributed significant weighting. The strength of the impact 
of the photographs is due to their being still replications of active sex, which capture 
the image of the woman repeatedly subsumed in a single activity; being plugged in the 
mouth and penetrated from the rear by two men's penises. She appears impassive, 
subjected to this sexual conduct and is therefore degraded and dehumanised by this 
throughout the whole publication. 

This presentation is considered under the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 to be strong enough to be likely to be harmful to the public 
good. This consideration is inconsistent with the rights and freedoms outlined under 
the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, but is demonstrably justified in a free and 
democratic society because the social harm identified outweighs the viability of the 
rights and freedoms of those wishing to seek, receive and impart this publication.
